Engineer Samuel Ayers Dies at 
Duty’s Post in Effort to Save

Littleton and Negro Fireman 
Fatally Injured. 


Buchanan, Ga., Octdber $.—(Special.) 
A common iron railroad spike placed 
between the joints of two rails, pre- 
sumably by train wreckers, caused the 
wrecking of the southbound (Central of 
Georgia passenger train 3 miles south 
of here this morning, resulting in the 
death of one man and the injury of 
twenty-five other persons. 

The dead: 

ENGINEER SAMUEL AYERS. 

The fatally injured: 

Conductor Littleton, 

William Solomon, negro fireman. 

The bravery of Engineer Ayers un- 
doubtedly saved the lives of scores of 
passengers. When the enginéman felt 
his engine jump the track, he applied 


his brakes and stuck bravely to duty’s | 


post till his engine turned turtle, bury- ! 


ing him and his fireman beneath tons 
of twisted steel and iron, with steam 
spurting about their mangled forms in 
volume. Those who rushed to the aid 
of the brave engineman could offer no 
aid, The fireman was extricated with 
creat difficulty, and was barely alive. 
He will die. 

Wrecking trains were dispatched 
from Cedartown, Bremen and Buch- 
anan, carrying doctors and nurses. 
The engineer’s body was removed with 
difficulty, after hours of work. More 
than twelve hours will be required to 
Clear the track. 

The spike which caused the wreck 
was placed on the rail ona sharp 
curve. There was no chance for the 
engineer to see the small object, anda 
wreck at that point could not prove 
Otherwise than disastrous. The train 
was running at a speed of 30 miles an 
hour, when the engine left the rail. The 
mail and express car followed and were 
smashed into Kindling wood. The 
coaches, with a heavy passenger list, 
were piled alongside the track, passen- 
gers receiving a severe shaking and 
pounding. A score or more received in- 
juries, more or less serious; but \none 
was fatally injured. 

Ayers Road's Oldest Man. 

Samuel Ayers was the oldest en- 
gineer tn the road's service, having 
manned the throttle for more than 
thirty years. He was considered one 
of the Central’s safest enginemen. His 
home was at Cedartown. He is mourn- 
ed by a Wife and daughter. 

Sheriff Parker with his track dogs 
was soon on the scene. The hounds 
took up a trail which led away from 
ti:c spot where the spike was placed on 
the rail, and followed it to a spot some 
distance away, from which a buggy 
had been driven a-short time before. 

Central officials will leave no stone 
unturned in an effort to apprehend 
the train wreckers. What motive any- 
one could have had in wrecking the 
train iS a mystery.

A locality in western Canada has 
been inspected and approved by heads 
of the international organization, ex- 
tending along the Canadian Northern 
railway from Watson to Dana, Sask.,, 
including several thousand acres.

Officers Save Ross French 
From Mob’s Hands by Clever 
Ruse — In Desperate Battle 
Ethel Schuler Meets Death 
at Indian’s Hands.

with the murder of Ethel Schuler, 
the 144vear-old daughter of a Bird 
Town farmer.’ 

His arrival here was effected after 
an exciting escape from a mob of 100 
men bent on lynching the prisoner. 

The body of the dead girl was found 
Friday in the woods near the town 
with her throat cut and no trace of 
her assailant was foung until this 
morning, when Deputy Sheriff Beck, 
of Swain county, arrested French at 
a point seven- miles from Sylva. Beck 
made the arrest on the strength of 
blood-stained finger prints on the In- 
dian’s hat. 

° Officer Outwits Mob. 

The news of French's capture spread 
quickly to the neighboring towns and 
a mob of 100 men followed the deputy 
sheriff to Waynesville, where French 
was lodged in jail. As the mob con- 
tinued td grow the sheriff called out 
the militia and the crowd was dis- 
persed. Beck then took his prisoner 
through the back door of the jail to 
a waiting automobile at Clyde, 26 
miles from this city. The deputy sheriff 
boarded an Asheville bound train, ar- 
riving here at 6:30 tonight. 

At 8 o’clock tonight the Indian made 
a partial confession, but could not give 
full details of the crime. 

Telephone messages from Waynes- 
ville tonight stated that threats of 
lynching were being freely made there. 

When captured this morning, French 
claimed that the bloodstains on his hat 
were those of an owl which he had 
shot in the woods. Tonight he stated 
that the girl made a desperate fight 
and that she had hit him in the ~shead 
with a rock. He said he did not in- 
tend to harm her, but had asked her

Landed in a Wilderness. 

He had traveled 468 miles. Gericke 
and his aide, F. O. Dunker, who came 
from Germany with the pilot, landed 
in a wilderness uninjured, but were 
unable to reach a telegrah station be- 
fore midnight. 

Lieutenant Gericke also was given up 
as lost last year in the international 


race, which started from St. Louis. In 
the German balloon Dusseldorf IL, he 
was in the air 42 hours, traveling 1,100 
miles and landing in the wilderness of 
Canada, from which he and his aide 
emerged four days :4ter after a thril- 
ling adventure and narrow escape 
from starvation. 

Gericke’s second time for being given 
up for lost was last summer when he 
went up from Berlin 
elimination race. He drifted out over 
the North Sea. He was séghted in 
Engiand, but was again lost from view 
over the North Sea. Me finally landed 
in France. 

Nearest Rival Was Buckeye. 

The nearest. rival of the German 
balloon in this vear’s race was the 
Buckeye, piloted Dy Lieutenant Frank 
Lahm, of the United States army.

Nor was the ovation accorded the 
Fenolbles, of Philadelphia, who came 
in over the Southern at 7 o’clock hardly 
less enthusiastic. There were several 
thousands of people jammed in and 
around the terminal station when the 
famous organization detrained, and 
when. the band of 35 pieces swung-om 
of the Mitchell street “antrarice and 
swung into the stirring strains of 
Dixie, the spectators sent up a shout 
that set the city wondering. 

The regiment was in. full-dress uni- 
form, resplendent in scarlet and white, 
gold braid and silver trimmings and 
from the terminal station to the Arm- 
ory, where they will be quartered, the 
two companies, headed by the band, 
marched between crowds which gather- 
ed rapidly and lined the streets almost 
the entire distance. 

With the batallion came the old 
guard of the organization, 32 men 
strong, and a band numbering upwards 
of 35 men. 

They were also accompanied by a 
delegation of notables from the City 
of Brotherly Love, including Mayor 
John E. Reyburn, eighteen members of 
the city council, Edwin W. Patten, 
secretary to the mayor, and Rice G. 
Garland, special correspondent for five 
Philadelphia newspapers.

Toronto, Ont., October 8.—Papers on 
“Christianity and social problems” by 
two members of the English parlia- 
ment and by a former vice president 
of the United States, were among 
those which today featureqd the ses- 
sions of the ecumenical Methodist 
conference. The status of the laborer 
as seriously affecteqg by vital changes 
in modern, social and industrial condi- 
tions and the duty and opportunities 
of the church in dealing with resultant 
problems were among the topics dealt 
with. 

“The keynote should be more religion 
in business and more business in re- 
ligion,” said Charles W. Fairbanks, 
former vice president of the United 
States. “Inequality of wages for men 
and women, working under like con- 
ditions, is an affront to the spirit of 
Christian religion. The progress of 
nations in the last analysis is meas- 
ured by the real progress of woman 
herself. The laborer has become 
merged in the machinery of which he 
is such an important part. And he 
has come to feel, too, frequently that

toward him. Industrial peace 
come through the influence of 
Christian religion.” 

A paper by Arthur Henderson, M. P., 
of London, was read by T. R. Frens, 
member of parliament, “the laborer 
is worthy of his hire, but not Iinfre- 
quently the hire is not worthy of the 
employer,” was one of Mr. Hender- 
6on’s striking sentences. 


Day of Commercial War. 


“The time of domestic war is over, 
but the time of commercial war is 
come. Our whole social] structure is 
in danger of collapsing. We are feel- 
ing today the full] fruits of new dis- 
coveries. They are altering the world’s 
relations. You are unloosening the 
savage and the uncivilized man. You 
are keeping them from flying at each 
other and pressing your industrial ac- 
tivities upon them. You will cill 
China and Africa to death with these 
labor problems. These are but the 
first rumblings of the storm. But you 
have true power with which to meet. 
it—the gospel of love. We have got 
to face this new problem from an 
entirely new agle. 

“We English speaking people have 
riven to the world of man a priceless 
idea and the labor world is listening 
for a message to the underworld of 
unrequited labor ang toil. When wre 
are willing to take commercial failure 
rather than to rob our fellows, in 
God's time there will come a better day 
for those who toil.”

Strikers Willing to Compromise. 


A significant statement was made by 
W. E. Bowen, general secretary of 
the Federation of Employees of the 
Illinois Central rairoad, when he de- 
clared that the men on strike were 
willing to modify their demands upon 
the company in order to reach apn 
agreement, 

“Our cause has been misrepresented,” 
declared Mr. Bowen. “The strike prob- 
ably never would have been called had 
the roads given us a hearing. This 
they steadfastly refused to do The 
demands which we presented to the 
road were only tentative. They did 
not constitute our ultimatcn: to the 
road, and we are prepared, as we have 
been from the very beginning, to modi- 
fy our demands if the raii:roads can 
show us that they are impractical.’ 

Mr. Bowen declared that it was be- 
vond the power of Governor Noel, of 
Mississippi, or of any other governor, 
to settle the strike. ‘“‘The settlement,” 
he said, ‘‘would have to be made by 
direct dealing with the Federation of 
Employees.” 

Embargo on Cotton Shipments. 

He declared that the announcement 
mede by the Illinois Central Railroad 
Company that the embargo on cotton 
shipments had been raised ang that 
100,000 bales would be shipped to New 
Orleans for export, was not only un- 
true, but impossible. 

“The Illinois Central could not ship 
100,000 bales of cotton in 100,000 years 
under the present conditions,’ he 
said, “and this statement was given 
out just to keep the union men em- 
ployed on the river front work from 
sympathizing with us too strongly.” 

There was no violence during the 
day, but the police are investigating 
the burning of the Illinois Central 
freight warehouse at the corner of 
LaFayette and Clara streets early this 
morning.

Invaders Are Defeated by the 
Republican Troops. 


It Is Officially Announced That 
the Effort to Overthrow the 
Republic and Restore the 
Monarchy Has Failed—Sev- 
eral Royalists Killed. 


Lisbon, Ociobec 8.—The most ¢on- 
tradictory reports are being received 
here regarding the situation in the 
north. The Monarchists, however, do 
not appear to be making much head- 
way against the republic. The peo- 
ple are not flocking to their side as 
they expected and the republican 
troops so far have remained loyal, 

A semi-official note says the monar- 
chist band at Vinhaes fled on the ar- 
rival of the republican troops, who 
pursued them to the frontier. In the 
engagement several monarchists were 
killed and two republicans wounded. 

News from Galicia asserts that the 
monarchists there are in a state of 
demoralization. Their leaders are un- 
able to persuade them to advance into 
Fcrtugal. 

Government RePressing Rising. 

Paris, October 8—The Portuguese 
premier, Jose Chagas, has notified the 
Portuguese legation here that the gov- 
ernment has taken all necessary steps 
to repress the royalist rising in the 
nerth and that “tranquility reigns 
throughout the country.” 

The premiers dispatch says an 
armed band yesterday made an at- 
tempt against Braganea, but without 
success, and is now close to the fron- 
tier. The government -hag reinforced 
the Braganca garrison. 

The premier adds that he wishes the 
press to be informed that the Portu- 
guese government is not exercising 
strict censorship over telegrams and 
is permitting even the most menda- 
cious reports to be transmitted.

Energetic Note of Protest to 
e Made by Peruvian 
Minister. 


Lima, Peru, October 8.—The foreign 
minister has sent a message to the 
Peruvian minister at Bogota to pre- 
sent an energetic note of protest to 
the ColoMbian government because of 
the recent attack on Peruvian lega- 
tion at Bogota. The minister has been 
instructed to demand full satisfaction. 

The attack on the Peruvian lega- 
tion occurred Thursday night, when 
a Colombian mob stoned the building 
and tore down the coat of arms. This 
was the second attack on the legation 
in the last few months ang was due 
to ill feeling over the alleged en-

ABOUT VICE PRESIDENT 


Not Yet Known Who Will Be 
Chosen by the 
Electors. 


Mexico, City, October 8.—Should 
congress this week hasten the enact- 
ment of the promised constitutional 
amendment which will prohibit the re- 
election of a president and thus bar 
from the vice presidency the present 
provisional president, Francisco De La 
Barra, the electors of the Catholic 
party will vote next Sunday for Dr. 
Francisco Vasquez Gomez. 

If the amendment is not promulgated 
before that time they will cast their 
ba‘lots for De La Barra, making it 
aliiost certain that none of the three 
candidates for the vice presidency will 
receive a majority of the votes, in 
which case the choice will gepend upon 
the chamber of deputies.

TURKEY RENEWS EFFORTS 
TO SECURE INTERVENTION 

London, October 8.—Most of the 
Constantinople correspondents agree 
that Turkey is renewing her efforts to 
secure peace, but they differ as to the 
procedure to be followed—whether by 
arbitration through an European con- 
ference or by other means. 

Accordings to reports from Rome, 
lialy, which at one time was ready to 
pay Turkey a large compensation, now 
will pay nothing, although she would 
not impose a war indemnity if peace 
were concluded forthwith.

No Liquidation Follows Par- 
lid Recovery of Prices, 


Considerations Which Prompt- 
ed Long .Decline Seem to 
Have Spent Force — Much 
Anxiety Still in Regard to 
Anti-Trust Prosecutions.

New York, October 8&.—Last 
marked the limits of the recovery 


stocks from the low level of the pre- 
vious week. The first hour’s opera- 
tions Monday morning showed gen- 
erally the highest prices of the week. 
The movement was not constantly 
downward during the week, but it was 
evident that the demand was not ef- 
fective at the higher prices which were 
made obviously by the distressed 
short interest. The force of the re- 
covery on the other hand demonstrated 
that genuine holders of stocks had 
ceased to liquidate them in large 
volume at the low prices which they 
had reached. It was noticeable also 
that followifig the partial recovery 
there was no renewal of the heavy 
selling which’ had caused the down- 
ward plunge in the first place. The 
contraction of dealings‘to the point 
of dullness ang the narrowing of the 
price movements furnished the almost 
invariable sequence to such violent 
and prolonged fluctuations as preceded. 
No Play of New Forces. 


Considerations which had prompted 
the long decline were shown to have 
spent their force. Beyond this the 
action of the market gave little indi- 
cation of the play of new forces. The 
war in the Mediterranean did not re- 
new the uneasiness in the foreign mar- 
kets which had been precipitateg by 
the Moroccan dispute In fact, with 
the conclusion of the dreaded October 
money settlements there was an ap- 
preciable relaxation of the strain on 
foreign money markets. 

Conditions already are in strong 
contrast with those in this country. 
Instead of borrowing abroad in an- 
ticipation of the export movement of 
agricultural products as is customary 
for the New York money market, 
large sums have been lent in Berlin 
and it is supposed in Paris. As the 
cotton and other crops go out and 
make exchange in New York while 
foreign money markets still are de- 
clining, there will be large repayments 
to New York lenders and a probability 
of reboundant money market condi- 
tions. September issues of new bonds, 
stocks and notes in New York com- 
puted by, the Journal of Commerce 
were but $57,000,000, the smallest for 
any month in the period of record. 
The amount for the year to date still 
exceeds all previous records, at 
$1,448,416,000, but the declining’ ten- 
dency of the last few months affords 
relief from previous congestion. Joined 
with the promised ease in the money 
market, bong dealers look forward to 
stimulated demand for mortgage se- 
curities. 

Anxious About Prosecutions, 

The quieting down of the turmoll 
in the stock market has not lessened 
anxious interest in the questions of 
prosecutions under the Sherman law. 
Opposition to anything but thorough 
dismemberment of the American To- 
baco Company aroused new fears for 
the practicable means to comply with 
the law and at the same time conserve 
the profitable working of industries 
now in combinations, 

The government crop report con- 
firmed the evidence of prosperous con- 
ditions in the south where the large 
expansion of September bank clear- 
ings accounts chiefly for the showing 
of gains over last year and the year 
before in the country outside of New 
York. The progress of the strike of 
shopmen on western railroads was of 
small effect on the market. The sus- 
tained activity of the steel trade was 
modified in its effect by the reports 
of further yielding of prices. The 
stability of the copper market also 
Was questioned.

~ FOR “TAKE MY ADVICE” 


In The Constitution of Tuesday there 
appeared a brief criticism of William 
Collier’s “Take My Advice.” It stated, 
in effect, that while Mr. Collier was 
humorous his play was unworthy of 
him. This was the popular verdict. 
However, there were a few-—a very 
few—who professed to like the vehicle 
for its own sake. They were fortu- 
nate. To the vast. majority, who paid 
two dollars for a seat, the production 
was a bitter disappointment. Perhaps 
the verv fact that the play was put 


on at advanced prices had something | 


to do wita the enjoyment of the isolat- 
ed few. ‘Iwo dollars is some money 
in these hard times, and when a man 
depletes his bankroll to that extent he 
goes to a play house in one of two 
mental attitudes—either determined to 
be carpingly critical or to enjoy him- 
self at all hazards. Possibly this lat- 
ter accounts for the pleasure some 
trefesseq to receive. Then, too, there 
is always the man who, having erected 
an idol, guards it zealously and re- 
fuses to see it smashed. 

To this element some inside facts re- 
garding “Take My Advice” may be of 
interest. The play was originally 
written by James Montgomery for Nat 
Goodwin and was christened “The Na- 
tive Son.” Fur some reason Mr. Good- 
win discarded it. Mr. Collier, who had 
had some little experience in collab- 
orting with playwrights, heard of the 
play and decided to polish it up to suit 
his taste, it being agreed that he and 
Mr. Montgomery should share the 
royalties. What he did to it was a 
pitiful plenty. When he had finished 
cutting and slashing it bore little re- 
semblance to the original product. 

Mr. Collier arrived in Atlanta thor- 
oughly convinced of the fact, after 
producing it at the north, that he had 
a dead one on-his hands. He had ar- 
ranged for Mr. Montgomery to meet 
him here and the two were to rewrite 
certain parts in an effort to prevent 
the panning he knew was in store. 
Mr. Montgomery did not arrive until 
Monday. In the meantime Collier be- 
came desperate, it is said, and con- 
fided to Charley Grapewin, who played 
at the Forsyth last week, that he was 
“going to make a play of it.” Sunday 
was spent in furious rewriting of the 
play from first to last act. 

The net result was the production 
seen at the Grand Monday night. 

Unknown to Mr. Collier, Mr. Mont- 
gomery was seated in the audience. 
What he saw,caused tears of anguish 
to flow freely. Try as he would he 
could not recognize the mutilated 
child of his brain. The next day he 
said a few things and they were by 
no means complimentary. During the 
three days of the engagement here 
various ehanges were made, but still 
the vehicle resembled the one-horse 
chaise which, according to popular 
roetical report, ambled along far years 
and then suddenly went kersmash. 

Mr. Collier is undeniably a clever 
actor, and it is.passing strange that he 
should run risks with a play which his 
better judgment must tell him cannot 
make good. “Take My Advice,” re- 
written, may make good in New York. 
In its present shape—never'!

Gaby Deslys, who is 
raking in good American dollars by the 
bushel measure, hag nothing whatever 
to do with the downfall of King Man- 
uel and the fall of the kingdom of 
Portugal; that the story was a press 
agent yarn which emanated in the fer- 
tile brain of a man whoge pen name 
is “Beaupere’ and who is a warm 
friend of Gaby. Here is the Paris 
version of the yarn: 

“When the overnight revolution 
started in Lisbon and Oporto, Mlle. 
Gaby was singing in a noted cafe con- 
cert in Vienna, where she had already 
appeared once before and been received 
with some favor. ‘Beaupere’ was also 
in the Austrian capital, and was anx- 
ious to aid his young compatriot in 
every way he could. 

“On hearing the early bulletins of 
the fall of the Portugese throne and 
the flight of Manuel it struck him that 
it might not be a bad scheme to con- 
nect the name of the young woman 
with that of the boy ex-ruler. He 
remembered the fame Cleo De Merode 
and others had won simply by having 


their royal friendships exploited. 

“To this end, he secured a large rope 
of pearls, or near-pearls, and, exhibit- 
ing them among his journalistic 
friends, remarked: ; 

“ "This is one of the baubles which 
cost Manuel his throne.’ 

“Of course, he was questioned, and, 
of course, let jt slip out that Mlle. 
Gaby, who was appearing at such and 
such a cafe-concert, had fascinated the 
young king, who had practically bank - 
rupted his treasury to prove his affec- 
tion.” 

The joke of it all is that Paris and 
London laughed at the story and re- 
fused to give it credence. It remained 
for New York to swallow it—bait, 
hook and line! 


Here’s hoping that “The Chocolate 
Soldier” has a creditable company and 
does a splendid business at the Grand 
this week.

All 
three are the fortunate possessors of 
these qualities. Which, being said, is 
no reflection on some managers who 
were here last season.

ORGANIZATION FOR GEORGIA’S BLIND. 


One of the most appealing of the practical philanthropies re- 
cently organized in Georgia is the Georgia Association for the 
Blind, the scope of which was described in detail in yesterday s 
Constitution. Dr. J. W. Blosser is president; Philip Weltner, vice 
president; Dr. D. J. Gunter, secretary and treasurer, and the Rev. 
P. F. Bauknight, field secretary. Mr. Bauknight, in whose mind 
originated the idea of the association, is a graduate of the South 
Carolina Institute for the Blind, and also of the. Atlanta Theolog- 
ical Seminary. He is familiar, through personal experience, with 
the distress and problems of the blind, and thoroughly equipped 
to prosecute the work to which he is turning his mind. 

The association is based upon the premise that what the more 
than 2,200 blind persons in Georgia want and need is not commis- 
eration or charity, but work. They want to participate construct- 
ively in the world’s activities, not be set aside as a peculiar type 
to be cared for peculiarly. There are numbers of industries in 
which they can engage with as much skill as those enjoying the 
blessing of sight—such as chair-caning, broom-making, sewing, 
knitting, telegraphy, telephony, etc. 

It is the purpose of the association to gradually 
these industries, so that blind Georgians may be placed upon a 
hasis of independence. Many of the northern and eastern states 
have already founded shops in which blind men nd women man- 
ufacture products that find a ready sale in the general markets. 
Georgia now imports volumes of goods that could as easily be 
wrought by her blind population. The mission of the association 
is to provide compensated employment for the blind in these chan- 
nels, and at the same time keep within the state the sums now 
needlessly sent abroad. 

Anyone may become an active member of the association by 
contributing one dollar a year, though the work is of such deserv- 
ing character that The Constitutian does not doubt it will receive 
large donations from interested Georgians.

BAD BOOKKEEPING FOR POSTERITY. 


A. news incident of the past week points the faulty system un- 


‘der which we preserve, or rather do not preserve, vital. statistics 


in Georgia. W. W. Williamson, of Collins, Miss., was, for good 
and sufficient reasons, seeking to trace his Georgia relatives for 
some generations in the past. If he secured reliable information 
in Georgia, it was a matter of luck and not of scientific efficiency. 

The matter of keeping a scrupulously accurate record of vital 
statistics is nothing more nor less than keeping books for posterity. 
In Europe, it is possible in the majority of the countries to trail 
the descent of the humblest peasant back to the middle ages. In 
several of the more progressive American commonwealths, com- 
plete and far-reaching systems of birth and mortuary records have 
been in operation for some years, and in time to come an accuracy 
approximating that of Europe will be among the state common- 
places. 

In Georgia, no such certitude exists. _Musty records of celebri- 
ties are here and there available, backed up by falling tombstones 
and dim family Bibles. But in the overwhelming number of in- 
stances, the chronicles are of the vaguest and most haphazard 
description. 

There might be slight consolation if efforts were actively on 
foot to remedy the difficulty. But even today our laws requiring 
the registration of births are slackly administered, and the machin- 
ery for compiling and preserving data rusty and ill-administered. 

In this omission, we are doing an ill service to the generations 
that come aiter. Vital statistics are of first-hand importance in 
settling disputes over titles and property generally, sometimes in 
establishing the all-important question of legitimacy itself. It 
would be relatively easy to found in Georgia a simple yet compre- 
hensive system that would meet all requirements. Following its 
inauguration, rigidly enforced penalties for non-observance would 
soon give its provisions the force of habit among our people, and 
we should soon build up a vital statistics bureau automatically 
taking care of itself. 

The cities, towns and counties should, of course, concern them- 
selves with the subject. But it is sufficiently important to be made 
an issue by the legislature, to the end of devising measures, and 
procedure for their fulfillment, that would place Georgia side by

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ON THE DOCKET 


Of the Supreme Court of the 
United States 


Many of These Cases Are of 


Far-Reaching Importance. 


The Court Convenes Today 
at Noon After a Recess of 


Four Months. 


— 


Washington, October $8-—The _ su- 
preme court of the United States will 
tomorrow at noon after a 
four months’ recess. 
in session unti! the last of next May, 
and will consider as many of the 800 
cases now piled up on the docket 
as time will permit. 
it that the court will dispose of about 
499 cases during the term, but that 
about 200 additional cases will be 
dccketed before next June. 

All the members of the court have 
arrived in the city with the exception 
of Associate Justice Day, The iliness 
of Mrs. Day has detained him at their 
home in Canton. Chief Justice White 
was among the first to arrive, while 
Justices Harlan, McKenna, Holmes, 
Lurton, Hughes, Van de Vanter and 
Lamar all returned to the city in 
ample time for the opening of the 
term, 

Revising the Equity Rules. 

Unlike most sessions in the past, 
members of the court returned from 
their vacations to meet duties other 
than the routine work of their offices. 

Chief Justice White and Associate 
Justices Lurton and Van de Vanter 
are to complete their work, if possible, 
at an early date, of revising the equity 
rules of federal courts throughout the 
United States. At their suggestion the 
circuit judges appointed committees 
to recommend amendments to the 
rules, which generally are regarded 
as having outlived their usefulness. 
Some of these committees are ready 
to submit their reports. Others are 
expected to send in their recommenda- 
tions soon. These recommendations 
will be considered by the committees 
of the court, headed by the chief jus- 
tice and final draft of new rules pre- 
pared for promulgation ‘by the tribu- 
nal. During the summer, Justice Lur- 
ton spent some time in England, learn- 
ing directly the impressions of the 
English jurists who recently prepared 
new equity rules for the courts of 
their country. 

Abolishment of Circuit Courts. 

On account of the abolishment on 
January 1, 1918, of all circuit courts 
of the United States, leaving only the 
district courts, the courts of appeal 
and the supreme court, it will be nec- 
essary to revise the rules governing 
procedure in the supreme court. It 's 
believed that the court will not only 
revise these rules so as to meet the 
abolishment of the circuit courts, but 
it will modernize them in many ways. 

Justice Hughes will have, in addi- 
tion to his court work, the completion 
of this report on charges for 
service. He is chairman of the com- 
mission, which has been 
the subject, particularly with 
ence to the rates on second-class mat- 
ter. The report

CUTS OUT SYSTEM 
FROM THE NAVY 


Secretary Meyer to Alter En- 
tire Management of the 
Navy Yards. 


Washington, October 
aside all scientific systems of navy 
yard management advocated in this 
country, because he pelieves they in- 
volved too much detail and required 
Serious changes in the civil service 
rules of employment, Secretary of the 
Navy Meyer will import from England 
the system of management in use by 
Vickers, limited at tne Barrow-in-Fur- 
ness ship, engine and ordinance works. 
This, in substance, was officially an- 
nounced at the navy department today. 
The secretary studied this system dur- 
ing his recent inspection of European 
naval works. 

The Norfolk navy yard will be the 
first to feel the change which will be 
felt in the other yards gradually. Nav- 
al Constructor Evans, who has been 
sent to Norfolk to earry out instruc- 
tions for improvements in the issue 
and care of tools, the handling of ma- 
terials, estimating on work, repair meth- 
ods, and bringing about uniform meth- 
ods in all the shops, will inaugurate 
parts of the system, it is expected. 

Work to Be Centralized. 

In effect the new system will 
provide for the'centralization of work 
and allow the commandant of a yard 
to know just what is being done. on 
a particular job without having .0 
seek the information from others hav- 
ing the work under tneir charge, 

Secretary Meyer states that with 
the inauguration of the new system, 
he has not in contemplation any 
changes in organization in the yards. 

That the system may be thoroughly 
instituted, Captains A. B. Willits and 
kX. Theiss, U. S N:, have been sent to 
Kingland to study the details of the 
Vickers systems. These officers left 
last Thursday and will be gone about 
a month and, following their return, 
it is believed the work of establish- 
ing the new system will be begun in 
earnest.

Cleveland Wins Third Place 
and Chicago Gets Fourth 
7 Position. 


Chicago, October 8&.—With final 
games played on eastern fields yester- 
day, the closing games of the 1911 
American League season were played 
in the west today, Detroit losing twice 
to St. Louis ang Chicago winning from 
Cleveland. . 

Brilliant play throughout the seaso 
cinched the leading positions for Phila- 
celphia and Detroit, ieaving the award 
of lower berths to closely bunched 
teams representing New York, Cleve- 
land, Chicago and Boston. By virtue 
of its victory over Cleveland today 
Chicago finished the season in fourth 
place, a fraction ahead of Boston. 
Cleveland was third, Boston fifth, New 
York sixth, Washington seventh and 
St. Louis eighth, 

President B. B. Johnson, of the 
American League, issued the following 
statement tonight: 

“The close of the American League 
season marks the best and grandest 
year this organization has ever known. 
From a financial standpoint the year 
has been a success for each of the 
eight clubs. Not this alone contributes 
to the history making year however, 
for the opening of new parks and the 
allowing of Sunday baseball in Cleve- 
land were important factors. 

“The race itself naturally developed 
a few surprises and disappointments. 
The victory of the Philadelphia team 
under Manager Mack was to be ex- 
pected. Mack built up a team for this 
race that even.exceeded his 1910 cham- 
pions, but nevertheless the defeat of 
the Detroit club.for the greater P mabe 
ef the season made the race far from 
a one-sided affair. A victory such as 
1 am anticipating for Philadelphia in 
the world’s series will be a crowning 
achievement for the American League.” 


JIM DELEHANTY 
VETERAN IN GAME 


—— 


James C. (‘Jim’) Delehanty, one of the 
veterans of the game, has been tossing 
about on the basebal! billows for thir- 
teen years or more. He has played in 
many cities and he has been seen Dy 
many fans. Until 1900 Jim had been 
buffeted about with a lot of aggrega- 
tions that were struggling along and 
clinging close to the cellar position 
in the standing in many instances. 

But his grip on fame came when 
Washington traded him for Germany 
Sehaefer and Red Killefer. He went 
from the cellar to the roof and was a 
big factor in aiding the Tigers in win- 
ning the American pennant that sea- 
g0n. 

Delehanty has, since he joined the 
team, performed in a most creditable 
manner. He has been a tower of 
strength at second for the Tigers and 
he has been well up in every depart- 
ment of the game, 

Delehanty started out professionally 
with the Montgomery, Ala., club, This 
was back in 1898. After a short stay 
in the southern city he moved to 
Paterson, in the Atlantic League. 
Things did not go well for the team 
in Paterson, so the aggregation wags 
shifted to Allentown, Delehanty going 
along with the collection. This all 
happened tn 1898. Jim played short- 
stop for the two teams, hitting for an 
average of .200 in 96 games and field- 
ing for .874. 

Three teams in one season was quite 
@ record for a rookie. The next sea- 
son, 1899, found him in Allentown, but 
Jim’s path was a rugged one. The 
team did not encounter much success 
and it was a struggle to keep the ciub 
going until August 6, when it dis- 
banded. 

No averages were ever compiled, but 
Delehanty’s work was so Satisfactory 
that the Worcester club, of the East- 
‘ern League, corralled him for 1900. He 
played short field and covered third 
so well while he was at Worcester that 
Chicago bought his release and in 1901 
he joined the Cubs. 

But he didn't remain there long. 
Delehanty playeq sixteen games, but 
during the sixteenth game he broke 
his Knee and was carried from the 
field, 

This accident put 
the running for the remainder of the 
season. The Cubs releaseqd him to 
the Giants early in 1902, but there was 
little room for him in Gotham. From 
there he drifted to Little Rock and 
played good ball during the seasons of 
1902 and 1903, 

His work attracted 
then of the Boston 
and Jim was signed.

From here he went to Cincinnatl, 
and acquitted himself in a most cred- 
itable manner there. But Jim was 
destined to keep moving. For a short 
time in 1907 he was with the St. 
Louis American team, but he went 
from there to Washington. 

He played with the 
1907, 1908 and part of 1909. Then 
Hughey Jennings ‘saw class to his 
work and made overtures to the Wash- 
ington management for his release. 
He has been a fixture with the Detroit 
team ever since, and he has hit and 
fielded in a manner satisfactory both 
to the management and himself. 

But he has been on the move during 
his career more than most players.

Improved Implements and Methods on the Farm 
NO. 5.--- TILLAGE (CULTIVATING IMPLEMENTS 


I can use the term “tillage,” or its near synonym, “cultivation,” in the 
more restricted sense of stirring the surface soil to a greater or less depth 
after the crop has been planted. All work preceding the planting is included 
It is a fact, however, that the preparatory 


implements, that the first striring of the soil following the planting of the 
seed is a further effort to properly prepare the soil, or a combination of 
preparation and tillage, or cultivation, in the sense these words are now 
employed. It is not uncommon for a farmer to plant corn after cotton with- 
out any previous preparation whatever. It is by no means so bad a prac- 
tice when the preceding cotton crop was well tilled and the soil is of that 
light, open texture that really requires no work of preparation involving the 
use of heavy and deep-running plows. If no cover crop was planted in the 
fall on such a cotton field, and particularly if the surface is rolling, it may 
often be the better policy not to break the land until immediately before or 
very soon after planting. The safer plan is to do this before planting. 

The Shovel and the Hoe—Fifty or sixty years ago the only implements 
of tillage to be found on the average southern farm were the shovel and the 
hoe. The plaintive old negro minstrel song about “Poor Old Ned,” whose 
death was described, involved the laying down “De shovel and de hoe.” 
It is a great pity that the shovel and the hoe were not buried at the same 
time with old Ned, using the terms as covering and including other crude and 
imperfect tillage implements of that time. I remember well that, when a 
boy, three plowmen at work doing the “first plowing” in a field of young 
corn, would be divided about as follows: To the most careful man was as- 
signed the work of “siding’’ the young plants with a narrow “scooter,” or 
“bull tongue.” This made two furrows. The next two furrows were run with 
a much larger scooter, or a small shovel, guided by one man or boy, making 
four furrows, The next and last two, making six furrows in all, were put in 
by a man with a still larger shovel. Mind you, the rows of corn were about 
five feet apart. The three men and three horses (or mules) were in this 
way able to “get over” about six or seven acres a day. 

In the cotton field—the rows three feet apart—the assignment was sub- 
stantially the same; two men “siding” the young cotton and one man “split- 
ting the middle.” Or, maybe, and it was often so, the “siding” was done with

This was, indeed, 
quite a step in the direction of better things in the way of cultivating imple- 
ments. Indeed, it is but candor and justice to admit that there is even now 
a small place and a special] occasional use for these old-time plows. They 
are yet to be found in limited use on the farms-+of the most progressive farm- 
ers. 
indispensable—even when a modern “brace and bit” is near at hand. Noth- 
ing seems to “suit the idea” of a darkey so well as his lifelong combination 
implement—-the Heyman plowstock and the shovel, scooter and scrape. If 


you start him in the morning with an improved cultivator you will as likely, 


as not find it in a fence corner long before now, and the beloved scooter and 
scrape again doing duty. This suggests the plea often urged that the negro 
is the one great obstacle to improvement and progress in the south. Doubt- 
less that statement is true to a great extent, where the negro is left entirely 
to his own resources and his own prejudices. But the white man, and even 
the white farm owner himself, is often largely to blame, and sometimes alto- 
gether. Now, I have “toted fair” with the devotees of the old-time imple- 
ments. 
ments on every farm; that there are special jobs and close places where 
nothing can compete with a one-horse implement of the old-style shovel and 
scooter pattern. But for the broad field of corn and cotton and tobacco there 
is urgent need for something that is broad-gauge in its character, and up-to- 
date in its capacity.

GARGET OF COW. 

J. C. Spence, Warrenton, Ga.—I have 
& part Jersey cow that will bring her 
third calf in about 10 days. I have 
owned her about 2% years and when 
her first calf came her right front 
teat remained lumpy and hard next 
to her stomach, but gaves some milk 
for a short while. Then the milk 
gradually changed to a yellow and 
watery fluid. The second calf came 
about 15 months ago and the same 
quarter of the bag or udder remained 
hard next to her stomach, but she gave 
some milk and it looked all right for 
a while, but finally did as with her 
first calf. I+bathed her udder at the 
time with warm dish or greasy water 
every morning, but again perished 
away as did at first. Please tell me 
what 1 can ¢c tc restore her this 
quarter of the udder at her next 
calving, which I don't think will be 
longer than 10 days. 

Answer—Your cow's udder, due to 
ineffective treatment in the part, has 
reached what is called the indurated 
stage, and it is very doubtful if you 
can now restore the indurated. quar- 
| ter to its natural functions. But make 
a trial. Get from the drug store two 
drahms of pure iodine and mix it 
with two ounces of clean lard. Mix 
it well and rub a little of it on the 
affected part every second day until 
it becomes soft. If you can milk any- 
thing out of the affected quarter, do 
so every day, or let the present calf 
(if still not weaned) try its sucking 
powers on it. Continue the ointment 
after calving and have the young calf 
assist you in starting the milk or 
whatever may be in the affected quar- 
ter. I advise you to hold up on her 
feed a week or more before the caif 
is due to come and keep her bowels 
active by giving her a drench of % 
pounds of epsom salts every other day 
in % gallon of water. 


AILING COW. 

| Mrs. S. T. Baker, Bowden, Ga.—l!I 
have a cow that has been milking three 
months and has been healthy all the 
while until about one week ago she 
began to fail in milk and her mouth 
‘and throt got so sore shecan scarcely 
eat or drink and is stiff in her joints. 
Can hardly walk when she first gets 
up, but appetite is good. What is the 
_trouble and a remedy? A lot of cows 
,in the settlement are in the same fix. 

Answer.—Your description of the 
Symptoms is not as complete as could 
| be desired, but I suspect that your 
cow has the disease known as mycobic 
stomatitis, a non-infectious affection 
and not likely to prove fatal if prop- 
}erly treated. The first thing to do 
is to remove cow from the pasture in 
which she has been running, as the 
| disease is caused by eating fungus, or 
' plants containing fungus growths, or 
smuts. Bring her to the barn and feed 
| on soft, nutritious foods, such as bran 
ground feeds and gruels. A 
bucket of clear cool water should be 
kept constantly in the manger, chang- 
ing every few hours, or oftener, so that 
the cow may drink, or at least rinse 
out her mouth at pleasure, and it will 
be helpful to dissolve two heaping 
tablespoonfuls of borax or one of chlo- 
rate of potash in each of the first two 
buckets of water taken during the 
day. If cow is gentle enough to be 
handled, swab out her mouth daily 
per cent solution of carbolic 
acid or of creolin or a solution of one 
part of peroxide of hydrogen to two 
parts of water. This should be follow- 
ed by one-half tablespoonful of borax. 
alum or chlorate of potash placed on 
the tongue. If she has sores between 
the toes of the feet treat them with 
the carbolic acid or creolin solution, 
just indicated.

This may be within 24 
to 48 hours after such rainfall. It is not the purpose to stir the soil to a
